DEMAND FOR A COMMISSION TO TAKE

The Release of John Dillon on Bail to Be 
Demanded—Maj. Barttelot of the 
Expedition Murdered in Africa—Fears 
Entertained for the Explorer’s Safetry—

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lospon, September l4.—The result of a con- 
ference yesterday of Parnell’s advisers is that 
a further application was decided upon. Rus- 
sell will ask the Court to appoint a commission 
to take testimony in the United States; also to 
release Dillon on bail during the sessions of 
the commission. The first is considered a 
bold move of Parnell’s. In regard to the 
second, the judges have the necessary power 
under the Commission act.

will subscribe for the present.

BALDWIN AND HIS PARACHUTE. 

There was an extraordinary scene at the 
Alexandra Palace yesterday. It is estimated 
that 70,000 people at least assembled to witness 
Baldwin’s descent, without counting many 
thousands congregated round the suburbs of 
Wood Green and Hornsey to catch a glimpse 
of the exhibition.

Bald- 
win failed to reach the height of two miles.

Stanley, has given rise to speculation regard- 
ing the fate of the great explorer himeelf. 
The London newspapers are unanimously of 
the opinion that Maj. Barttelot was betrayed 
by Tippoo Tib,“ who organized the native 
portion of the expedition, and the question is 
asked why may not Stanley also have been 
the victim of his treachery.

Disinfecting a Vessel.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., September 14.—Speak- 
ing of the schooner Adele Thackera, which 
arrived at the breakwater with several cases 
of yellow fever on poard, Admiral Luce said 
yesterday: ‘‘The talk of killing the microbes 
of yellow fever by disinfecting a vessel hail- 
ing from a fever-stricken port does not 
amounttomuch. I have been in ports where 
the fever has raged, and know that the only 
safe plan is to freeze it out. This is to anchor 
the vessel in an isolated place, and keep it 
isolated without breaking the cargo until a 
good frost puts in its appearance. Then, and 
not until then, is it safe. That is the plan 
adopted by the United States Navy in the case 
of men-of-war at home ports with fever, and 
is the only effective way. It would be an out- 
rage to allow the schooner now lying at the 
break water to come up, and the health author- 
ities should see that she is detained until frost. 
The expenses incarred in detaining these ves- 
sels would be a wise economy cn the part of 
the municipal authorities.

The Origin of the Rooster. 


From the Boston Herald. 

The legend Crow. Chapman, crow,’’ repre- 
sented as on one of the banners in the Whig 
procession of 1840in Boston, as described in 
the latest Sunday Herald, perhaps calls for ex- 
planation. There was a Democratic editor in 
one of the towns of Indiana named Chapman. 
One of the Democrstic managers of that date 
thought things were not going as prosper- 
ously for the party as they should go.
